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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Burger et al, US Patent No. 5,097,533, teaches the usage of a generic API to save the 
context of the calling thread, modifying the context, calling the original API, restoring the saved 
context, and returning to the calling thread. Burger et al do not teach the dynamically invoking 
the generic API during the run time when the original API was called. It appears that application 
program is knowingly calling the generic API, which in turn to call the original API. 

As to claim 33, Burger et al or the prior art of record do not teach or suggest individually 
or in combination "establishing an entry exception to be raised on entry to a computer operating 
system at a specified entry point or on a specified condition" nor "raising and servicing the entry 
exception, and then entering the operating system to perform a service associated with the 
specified operating system entry". 

The Examiner acknowledges the mistake of the prior Reasons for Allowance on 12/4/06, 
wherein the remarks in the Statement of Reasons for Allowance did not refer to the latest 
Amendment. In response, the Reasons for Allowance of claim 33 (shown above) has been 
rewritten to correctly refer to the Amendment dated by Applicant on December 30, 2005.
